THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1972  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/73  from  the  Health  and  Social  Work 
Department  of  the  Welsh  Office. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  conditions  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district, 
prevalence  of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis,  venereal 
diseases,  housing  inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  atmospheric 
pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  (water  supply, 
drainage  and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary  inspection,  domestic 
pests  and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter  campaign)  and  the  work  of 
the  public  health  inspectors. 


STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given  by  the 
Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  34,200. 


BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES 

The  number  of  live  births  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year 
was  494.  Of  the  494  births,  30  were  illegitimate  or  6.47%  of  the  total 
live  births.  In  1971  4.0%  of  the  total  live  births  were  illegitimate. 

There  were  296  deaths  in  the  district,  148  males  and  148  females. 
There  were  two  infant  deaths  (under  1 year)  in  the  district  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  2 per  1,000  live  births.  The  perinatal  mortality 
rate  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week  combined)  was  1 8 per  1 ,000 
total  live  and  stillbirths. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


84  cases  of  measles,  4 cases  of  dysentery,  2 cases  of  acute 
meningitis,  8 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  7 cases  of  infective  jaundice 
were  notified  during  the  year  and  it  was  necessary  for  1 case  of  measles, 
one  of  dysentery,  two  of  meningitis,  two  of  food  poisoning  and  one 
case  of  infective  jaundice  to  be  treated  in  hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  total  number  of  new  notifications  of  tuberculosis  received 
during  the  year  was  3.  Two  were  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one 
non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 


SMALLPOX 

During  1972,  116  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried  out 
in  the  district.  Of  this  total  113  (43  primary  and  70  revaccinations) 
were  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  3 primary  vaccinations 
were  carried  out  in  the  clinics  of  our  district.  There  were  no  cases  of 
smallpox  in  the  district  in  1972. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

A total  of  1,005  anti-poliomyelitis  doses  were  given  to  members 
of  the  public  in  our  district  during  the  year.  Of  this  total  427  (182 
primary  and  245  booster  doses)  were  given  by  General  Practitioners  and 
578  (320  primary  and  258  booster  doses)  were' administered  at  clinics. 
There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  in  the 
district. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  were  296  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  district  in  1972.  149 
deaths  or  50.33%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels.  60  deaths  or  20.27%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  malignant 
disease,  15  of  which  were  of  malignancy  of  lung  and  bronchus  (last  year 
malignancy  of  lung  and  bronchus  claimed  only  9 lives).  Bronchitis  and 
Emphysema  claimed  14  lives  and  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  including  pneumonia  22  lives. 


NON-SMOKERS  AT  RISK 

The  disappointing  figure  for  increased  deaths  from  lung  cancer  as 
shown  above  can  quite  properly  be  attributed  to  the  increased 
prevalence  of  cigarette  smoking  after  the  initial  1971  drop  which 
followed  the  most  recent  report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
Smoking.  The  anti-smoking  campaign  would  appear  to  be  fighting  a 
losing  battle  against  the  biggest  preventable  danger  to  health  in  our 
society  today. 

It  is  bad  enough  that  smokers  who  are  in  fact  in  a minority 
should  risk  their  health  and  life  itself  by  persisting  with  their  addiction 
to  tobacco  against  the  advice  of  those  who  know  best.  But  the  matter 
does  not  end  there.  For  it  is  now  known  that  non-smokers  who  are  in 
the  majority  are  now  at  risk  in  the  company  of  smokers.  To  permit 
smoking  in  public  places  under  the  guise  of  freedom  for  the  individual 
makes  nonsense  of  the  much  abused  word,  democracy.  For,  in  truth,  it 
is  undisguisedly  oligarchic  that  the  minority  should  be  permitted  to 
inflict  the  majority  on  so  vital  an  issue. 

The  example  set  recently  by  this  small  Authority  (small  in  size 
perhaps  but  not  hitherto  I trust  in  influence)  in  banning  smoking  from 
its  Health  Committee  Meetings  has  been  followed  by  other  and  larger 
authorities.  One  can  only  hope  that  those  of  our  Councillors  who  will 
be  Members  in  other  authorities  after  local  govermnent  reorganisation 
will  succeed  in  pursuading  their  new  colleagues  to  promote,  in  the 
interest  of  health,  the  banning  of  smoking  in  Council  chambers.  It  is  by 
example  in  this  way  that  future  action  by  the  appropriate  powers  could 
lead  to  the  banning  of  smoking  in  all  public  places,  a step  overdue  for 
official  action. 
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Smoking  produces  ill-health  in  the  form  of  a very  large  number  of 
avoidable  diseases,  not  just  lung  cancer.  The  frequency  of  deaths  from 
an  attack  of  “Coronary”  disease,  often  at  a tragically  early  age,  is  well 
known  and  in  the  case  of  this  particular  disease  alone  smoking  plays  a 
substantial  and  preponderant  part. 

As  this  may  well  be  my  last  opportunity  to  strike  a blow  from 
this  platform  against  the  evils  of  smoldng,  I hope  that  Members  will  not 
mind  my  continued  indulgence  on  this  topic.  It  is  difficult  to  stand 
aside  and  witness  strenuous  attempts  at  suicide,  for  this  is  what  the 
addiction  to  smoking  amounts  to.  There  can  never  be  such  a thing  as  a 
“safe  cigarette”  so  long  as  tobacco  is  an  ingredient. 


THE  END  OF  THE  ROAD 

The  Local  Government  Act  1973  brings  to  an  end  the  existence 
of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  as  an  authority  by  fragmenting  it  four 
ways  to  form  parts  of  the  new  Cardiff,  Vale  of  Glamorgan,  Taff-Ely  and 
Rhymney  Valley  district  councils  from  1st  April  1974. 

This  Authority  has  had  three  Medical  Officers  of  Health  during  its 
life-time  of  78  years.  Dr.  R.  V.  Pritchard,  Dr.  G.  McKim  Thomas  and 
myself  As  from  1st  April  1974,  under  the  terms  of  the  NHS 
Reorganisation  Act  1973,  the  new  authorities  will  not  be  having  their 
own  Medical  Officers  of  Health  as  such  but  will  be  provided  with 
medical  advice  by  staff  of  Area  Health  Boards  on  a wide  range  of 
matters  as  will  be  seen  later  on  in  this  report. 


THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT  1972 

The  Local  Government  Act  1972  provides  for  the  radical 
reshaping  of  local  government  and  for  fundamental  changes  in  the 
structure  of  local  authorities  and  in  the  distribution  of  functions  among 
them.  The  Act  wholly  recasts  the  law,  modernising  it  and  amending  it, 
in  many  cases  appreciably  and  in  still  more  instances  at  least  marginally. 
Very  few  existing  provisions  are  transferred  without  change. 

So  far  as  the-  present  Public  Health  Services  are  concerned,  the 
posts  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspector  are 
abolished.  The  present  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  redesignated 
Environmental  Health  Officer  of  the  new  Districts  which  come  into 
being  on  1st  April,  1974. 
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Environmental  health  services  as  a function  of  District  Councils 
are  enunciated  by  the  Local  Government  Act  1972  to  comprise: 

— Food  Safety  and  Hygiene 
— Communicable  Diseases 
— Slaughter  Houses 

— Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  (working  conditions  in) 
— Factories 

and,  when  specially  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 

— Consumer  Protection  and 
— Food  and  Drugs 

Port  health  will  be  a joint  County  and  District  function. 

I would  particularly  like  to  draw  attention  of  readers  to  the  fact 
that  environmental  health  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Environment 
so  that  environmental  health  services  are  only  a part  of  environmental 
services  as  a whole.  This  distinction  is  clearly  specified  in  the  Act  and  in 
the  Bains  Report  on  the  management  and  structure  of  the  New  Local 
Authorities,  in  the  foreword  of  which  the  Rt.  Hon.  Peter  Walker, 
M.B.E.,  M.P.,  the  then  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  expresses 
his  appreciation  of  the  report  and  recommends  every  newly  elected 
Member  and  every  newly  appointed  officer  of  the  new  authorities  to 
study  the  report  and  to  see  that  the  suggestions  in  the  report  are 
applied  appropriately  to  the  work  of  his  new  authority  so  that  Local 
Government  in  the  future  becomes  more  efficient  and  more  effective 
than  it  was  before. 

Indeed,  the  Secretary  of  State  confidently  expresses  his  opinion 
that  the  local  electors  will  be  grateful  to  elected  Members  and  local 
government  officers  if  the  greatest  possible  use  is  made  of  the 
suggestions  and  advice  now  made  available  in  the  Bains  Report.  And,  let 
us  be  clear  that  Bains  separates  environmental  health  from  a District’s 
“other  environmental  services”  in  which  he  enumerates  local  sewers, 
land  drainage,  refuse  collection,  litter,  coast  protection,  clean  air, 
building  regulations  and  street  cleansing. 


THE  REORGANISED  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  WALES 

Simultaneously  with  the  reorganisation  of  Local  Government, 
there  is  to  be  a reorganised  National  Health  Service  designed  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Health  Service  by  welding  together  into  a unified 
whole,  in  a balanced  and  coherent  manner,  the  present  three  arms  of 
the  service  by  removing  altogether  the  existing  barriers  between  them. 
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There  are  to  be  eight  Area  Health  Authorities  matching  the 
boundaries  of  the  proposed  new  Counties.  The  reorganisation  will  bring 
together  the  family  practitioner  services,  the  hospital  and  specialist 
services  and  the  public  health  services  of  the  local  authorities.  The  local 
authorities’  services  consist  of  course  of  personal  health  services,  the 
general  surveillance  of  community  health,  the  school  health  service, 
epidemiological  work,  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  and 
for  care  and  after-care,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  maternal  and 
child  health  care,  health  visiting,  home  nursing  and  midwifery,  family 
planning,  ambulance  services  and  the  provision  of  health  centres.  The 
new  Area  Health  Authorities  will  also  become  responsible  for  the 
registration  of  nursing  homes. 

Area  Health  Authorities  will  provide  Local  Education  Authorities 
with  necessary  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  allied  resources  and  advice. 
There  will  be  arrangements  for  joint  planning  and  co-ordination.  Area 
Health  Authorities  will  co-operate  closely  with  the  local  education  and 
social  services  departments  of  the  new  County  councils  in  the  provision 
of  a co-ordinated  child  guidance  service. 

There  will  be  a general  obligation  on  health  and  local  authorities 
to  collaborate  in  the  fields  of  education,  personal  social  services, 
environmental  health  and  other  services  and  Area  Health  Authorities 
will  be  required  to  make  available  medical  officers  to  carry  out  certain 
specific  statutory  functions  of  local  authorities. 

There  will  be  statutory  joint  consultative  committees  in  each  area 
to  advise  the  authorities  on  the  planning  and  operation  of  services  of 
common  concern  and  such  committees  will  be  supported  by  groups  of 
senior  officers. 

Functions  of  Health  Authorities 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  Wales  will  be  responsible  for  the 
over-all  strategy  for  health  in  Wales.  The  Area  Health  Authorities  acting 
as  direct  agents  of  the  Secretary  of  State  will  be  answerable  to  him  for 
the  efficient  planning,  organisation  and  administration  of  integrated 
health  services  within  their  areas. 

As  there  are  to  be  only  eight  area  health  authorities,  each  will  be 
responsible  directly  to  the  Secretary  of  State  without  the  interposition 
of  an  intermediate  tier  as  in  England,  where  there  will  be  regional  tiers.

Membership  of  Area  Health  Authorities 

The  Area  Health  Authority  will  normally  consist  of  about  15 
members  of  which  four  will  be  appointed  by  the  matching  County 
Council.  The  chairman  of  the  Area  Health  Authority  will  be  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  who  will  also  choose  and  appoint  the  rest  of 
tire  members  of  the  Area  Health  Authority  after  consultation  with 
appropriate  organisations  including  the  main  healing  professions  who 
will  be  there  in  a personal  capacity  rather  than  as  spokesmen  of  the 
collective  views  of  the  professions. 

Each  Area  Health  Authority  will  therefore  require  strong 
professional  advisory  machinery  which  the  professions  will  be  invited  to 
set  up  and  which  will  be  statutorily  recognised. 

Community  Health  Councils 

So  that  Area  Health  Authorities  act  in  full  understanding  of  the 
views  and  wishes  of  the  population  they  serve,  each  Area  Health 
Authority  will  be  required  to  set  up  one  or  more  Community  Health 
Councils,  one  in  each  District  where  services  are  administered  through 
health  districts,  with  discretion  for  more  if  local  circumstances  so 
require.  The  normal  membership  will  be  between  20  and  30,  half  to  be 
appointed  by  the  District  council  and  the  rest  on  the  nomination  of 
local  voluntary  bodies  and  other  interested  organisations.  Councils  will 
appoint  their  own  Chairmen. 

Community  Health  Councils  will  have  no  executive  power  but 
will  have  powers  to  secure  information,  the  right  to  visit  hospitals  and 
other  institutions  managed  by  the  Area  Health  Authorities  and  ready 
access  to  the  Authority  and  its  senior  officers  in  the  district  and  area. 
The  Area  Health  Authority  will  consult  the  Council  on  general 
development  plans  and  important  proposals  including  changes  in  use,  or 
closure,  of  hospitals.  The  full  Area  Health  Authority  will  formally  meet 
representatives  of  all  its  Community  Health  Councils  at  least  annually, 
apart  from  regular  informal  meetings. 

Each  Community  Health  Council  will  be  expected  to  publish  an 
annual  report  and  the  Area  Health  Authority  to  publish  a record  of  its 
consideration  of  the  issues  raised  in  it.  The  Area  Health  Authority  will 
provide  accommodation  and  secretarial  staff  and  will  meet  expenses  of 
the  Council  and  its  members.  It  is  expected  that  Community  Health 
Councils  will  adopt  a positive  role  in  reviewing  the  adequacy  of  local 
services  and  ensure  that  Area  Health  Authorities  are  responsive  to  the 
local  needs  and  to  this  end  professional  advisory  machinery  will  bring 
them  the  strength  of  expert  laiowledge. 
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South  Glamorgan  Area  Health  Authority 

A study  group  working  under  the  direction  of  a steering 
committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  late  D.  G.  McPherson  Esq., 
Under-Secretary,  Welsh  Office  in  a report  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Wales  on  ‘'Management  Arrangements  for  the  reorganised  NHS  in 
Wales”  has  recommended  that  South  Glamorgan  county  would  not  be 
suitably  organised  on  a District  basis  because  of  the  nature  and 
distribution  of  its  hospitals.  It  is  proposed  therefore  that,  in  the  case  of 
the  county  of  South  Glamorgan,  with  a population  of  about  400,000, 
the  Area  Team  should  also  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  District  Team 
but,  for  more  local  management,  the  county  can  be  organised  according 
to  functional  groupings  of  services.  This  means  that  holders  of  medical 
appointments  in  the  South  Glamorgan  Area  Health  Authority  will  be  in 
charge  of  departments  discharging  responsibilities  over  the  entire 
geographical  county  and  not  over  its  constituent  Cardiff  and  Vale  of 
Glamorgan  Districts. 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  conceded  that  it  will  be  for  the  Area 
Health  Authorities  themselves  to  work  out  their  own  detailed 
arrangements  though  schemes  for  Management  Arrangements  had  been 
proposed  by  the  Steering  Committee  referred  to  above  for  the  medical 
administration  of  areas  with  and  without  Districts.  Such  proposals 
include  the  appointment  of  health  care  planning  Co-ordinators,  other 
Area  Staff  Specialists  and  District  Community  Physicians  working  as 
Administrators  and  doing  much  of  the  forward  thinking  about  how 
medical  services  might  develop  in  the  Area  Health  Authority, 
monitoring  the  provision  of  existing  services  and  advising  Local 
Authorities  on  medical  matters.  As  far  as  possible  Administrators  will 
be  relieved  of  day-to-day  responsibilities  for  administration  which  can 
be  handled  by  non-medical  staff. 


COLLABORATION  BETWEEN  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  AND 
LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 

On  this  subject,  a Working  Party  has  reported  on  its  activities  to 
the  end  of  1972. 

In  general  terms,  the  NHS  has  an  obligation  to  make  available  to 
local  authorities  appropriately  qualified  and  experienced  registered 
medical  practitioners  to  give  medical  advice  on  the  full  range  of  local 
government  functions,  by  seconding  a doctor  to  the  District  council 
who  would  be  the  medical  adviser  to  the  District  authority,  working

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part-time  for  the  District  council  and  appointed  with  the  agreement  of 
the  District  council  concerned  and  holding  a letter  of  appointment  as 
the  authority’s  medical  adviser  specifically  under  the  provisions  of 
section  112,  local  government  Act  1972  (as  a proper  officer  of  the 
authority)  and  so  making  him  accountable  to  the  District  Council  for 
the  medical  aspects  of  their  functions.  Another  named  medical 
practitioner  would  also  be  appointed,  with  the  agreement  of  the 
District  council,  by  the  AHA  to  act  in  the  absence  of  the  medical 
adviser. 

The  role  and  duties  of  the  medical  adviser  to  the  District  councils 
will  be  outlined  in  circulars  from  Central  Departments  after 
consultation  with  all  interested  parties.  The  circulars  might  need  to 
make  it  clear  that  the  medical  adviser  would  not  be  confined  to  specific 
duties  and  functions  under  the  various  Acts  but  would  have  the  duty  to 
give  advice,  unasked  or  on  request,  on  any  matter  within  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  authority  where  health  considerations  arise. 
The  Working  Party  recommends  the  appointment  of  a Community 
Physician  at  health  service  district  level  as  a “proper  officer”  of,  and 
thus  accountable  to,  the  District  council. 

Members  elected  to  the  new  Districts  may  be  interested  to  know, 
in  brief,  the  broad  field  of  responsibility  of  the  duly  appointed  medical 
advisor. 

Environmental  health 

Interpretation  of  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of 
water  samples. 

Water  undertakings  will  require  medical  advice  on  water  quality 
and  the  health  of  its  employees. 

The  effects  of  air  pollution  on  morbidity  and  mortality  from 
respiratory  diseases. 

Medical  assessment  of  possible  adverse  effects  on  the  population 
as  influencing  the  location  of  industry  near  residential  areas. 
Public  health  implications  in  the  choice  of  suitable  methods  and 
sites  for  disposal  of  all  types  of  wastes,  particularly  those 
containing  toxic  chemicals  and  the  possible  contamination  of 
streams  of  underground  water  sources.  General  health  problems 
including  the  effects  of  housing  on  health,  noise,  control  of 
nuisances  and  other  circumstances  prejudicial  to  health. 
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Food  hygiene,  food  safety  and  food-home  disease  control 
Medical  advice  on  the  interpretation  of  the  results  of  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  of  samples. 

Safety  of  food,  including  milk,  subjected  to  contamination. 
Control  of  food-borne  diseases. 

Notifications  of  food  poisoning. 

Fitness  of  food  for  human  consumption. 

Exclusion  of  unfit  persons  from  work,  especially  food  and  milk 
handlers. 

Control  of  notifiable  diseases 

The  prevention  of  communicable  disease  by  immunisation  and 
vaccination. 

General  planning  of  services 

General  medical  implications  arise  from  time  to  time  over  a wide 
range  of  local  government  functions,  for  example,  in  planning 
residential  developments  and  urban  motorways.

Mr.  J.  D.  Miles,  District  Public  Health  Inspector  in  charge  of  No.l 
District,  is  to  be  congratulated  on  passing  the  examination  for  the 
Diploma  in  Air  Pollution  Control  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  during 
the  year  1972.  There  have  been  only  three  public  health  inspectors  of 
this  authority  who  have  passed  this  essential  specialist  qualification, 
Cardiff  Borough  Councillor  William  Davies  being  the  first  of  our  public 
health  inspectors  to  pass  this  examination  and  Mr.  D.  J.  Camp,  now 
with  Glamorgan  County  Council,  who  was  the  second.

Birth  Rate 

Of  the  494  births  notified  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  only  13  took 
place  at  home  which  shows  that  the  preference  during  recent  years  for 
babies  to  be  born  in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  continues.  In  1971  25 
of  the  578  births  notified  took  place  at  home. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  was  2 per

The  following  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  1972.  There  were  84  cases  of  measles,  4 cases  of  dysentery,  2 
cases  of  acute  meningitis,  8 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  7 cases  of 
infective  jaundice.  One  case  of  measles,  one  case  of  dysentery,  2 cases 
of  acute  meningitis,  2 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  1 case  of  infective 
jaundice  were  treated  in  hospital.  One  case  of  respiratory  and  one  case 
of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  brought  the  total  number  of 
notifications  received  during  the  year  to  107. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  2 names  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register, 
one  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one  non-respiratory.  Two  names 
were  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  year.  One  person  had 
recovered  and  one  had  left  the  district. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department, 
Chest  Physicians  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  all 
matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  drinking,  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in  the 
Council’s  district  is  provided  by  three  water  undertakings,  namely, 
Cardiff  Corporation  Waterworks,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  Taf 
Fechan  Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  by  all  three  is  wholesome  and 
of  a good  standard  purity. 

Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
various  points  throughout  the  district  and  a report  on  the  samples  is 
submitted  each  quarter  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council.  833 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and,  of  these,  17  proved 
unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  by  further 
samples  and  increased  chlorination  where  necessary. 

The  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  of  Cardiff  Corporation  informs 
me  that  there  have  been  349  new  connections  to  mains  water  supply  in 
the  Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1972. 

A table  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  circular  appears  on  page  33 
giving  particulars  of  dwellings  in  each  of  the  parishes  provided  with  a 
public  mains  supply  of  water  and  those  dependant  on  wells,  springs  etc. 
The  number  of  dwellings  still  depending  on  wells  or  springs  for  their 
water  supply  is  very  small.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  area  covering  the  above 
licensed  sites  is  expected  to  carry  out  at  least  one  routine  inspection  of 
the  sites  per  month.  Conditions  on  the  licensed  sites  have  maintained  a 
high  standard  throughout  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  area  which 
are  open  to  the  public.  One  is  located  at  Lavernock  Point  Holiday  Site 
and  the  other  is  at  Fontygary  Bay  Caravan  Park.  During  the  summer 
months  regular  samples  are  taken  to  check  the  chemical  characteristics 
and  bacteriological  standard  of  the  water.  Samples  taken  during  the 
year  indicated  that  the  water  in  both  pools  was  satisfactory. 


SUMMER  CAMPING 

There  is  one  site  in  the  Council’s  District  where  people  who  spend 
their  holidays  in  tents  are  permitted  to  stay  for  short  periods.  The  site 
is  well  supervised,  has  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  is  provided  with 
closet  accommodation.  Refuse  bins  are  provided  and  the  site  is 
generally  well  maintained.  This  is  not  a licensed  site. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960 

During  1972  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  123 
routine  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District.  The 
visits  revealed  39  instances  where  the  occupiers  of  premises  did  not 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  The 
Public  Health  Inspectors  served  13  notices  in  respect  of  contraventions 
and  in  all  these  cases  the  contraventions  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

All  complaints  concerning  food  “not  of  the  nature,  substance  or 
quality”  demanded  by  the  purchaser  were,  after  preliminary  enquiry, 
forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority,  for  investigation  and  any  action  considered  necessary.

MEAT  (STAINING  STERILISATION)  REGULATIONS,  1960 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council’s  District  where 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  sale  of  meat  to  the  public.  This  relieves  our 
Public  Health  Inspectors  of  a standard  statutory  duty. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Llancarfan  Sewerage  Scheme  was  largely  constructed  during 
the  year  although  the  sewage  works  were  not  operational  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  It  was  anticipated  that  they  would  be  in  operation  by  August 
1973. 
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ANTI-LITTER 


The  campaign  against  litter  in  the  District,  as  in  the  past, 
continued  unabated  and,  wherever  a problem  arose  or  was  likely  to 
arise  in  changing  circumstances,  standing  litter  baskets  or  litter 
containers  on  lamp  posts  were  provided  with  the  ready  acquiescence  of 
the  Health  Committee. 

Though  refuse  collection  and  the  placing  of  litter  containers  is  a 
function  of  the  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the 
environment  and  any  potential  hazards  to  health  from  litter  has  very 
correctly  remained  a function  of  the  health  department.  In  addition  to 
replacement  of  lost  or  damaged  containers,  additional  litter  receptacles 
were  placed  in  the  parishes  of  Pentyrch  and  Radyr  during  the  year. 


PROVISION  OF  REFUSE  BINS 

The  Health  Department  supplies  refuse  bins  on  the  following 
basis.  On  payment  of  37  pence  per  annum  a private  householder  may 
rent  a refuse  bin  from  the  Council.  Bins  are  not  replaceable  under  5 
years. 


On  requesting  a bin.  Council  house  tenants  are  supplied  with  one 
free  of  charge.  This  is  not  replaced  under  5 years  and,  if  a tenant  leaves 
a property,  the  refuse  bin  must  be  left  for  the  new  tenant. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December  1972,  89  bins  were  supplied 
to  Council  house  tenants. 


DOMESTIC  PESTS 

A considerable  number  of  enquiries  are  received  each  year 
regarding  ants,  flies,  bugs  etc.  and,  as  the  Council  cannot  undertake  the 
destruction  of  such  pests,  expert  advice  is  always  given  over  the 
telephone  on  the  use  of  suitable  insecticides  to  assist  the  public. 

The  Council’s  Pest  Control  Officer  undertakes  the  destruction  of 
wasps’  nests  and  is  paid  50p  per  wasp  nest  destroyed  though  the  service 
to  the  public  is  free.  49*nests  were  destroyed  in  1972. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  requires  every 
local  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  secure,  as  far  as  it  is 
practicable,  its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestation.  I am 
completely  satisfied  that  this  Council  gives  an  excellent  service  under 
the  present  arrangements.  Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but 
owners  of  farms  and  business  premises  are  asked  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  Council  in  order  that  regular  visits  and,  where 
necessary,  treatment  of  their  premises  can  be  carried  out. 

It  is  axiomatic  that  surface  rodent  infestations  are  in  the  main 
directly  proportional  to  infestations  in  sewers.  During  the  year,  sewer 
baiting  with  fluoracetamide  by  direct  contract  with  a private  firm  was 
carried  out  in  certain  parishes  as  a trial  scheme,  following  my 
oft-repeated  recommendation  on  the  use  of  fluoroacetamide  for  sewer 
baiting.  It  is  confidently  recommended  that  the  systematic  treatment  of 
sewers  with  fluoroacetamide  is  basically  the  answer  to  abating  the 
nuisance  of  rodent  infestation  on  the  surface.  Moreover,  so  long  as  the 
public  abuse  the  privilege  afforded  by  a local  authority  by  introducing 
edible  materials  in  household  refuse  at  tips,  it  is  manifest  that 
infestation  by  rats  will  be  inevitable  and  an  endless  problem  arises  for 
those  responsible  for  the  eradication  of  rodent  infestation  on  the 
surface.
